yea-rs ago the Pikes Peak 'Hydro-Electric

^Springs Electric Company at the rate of 
.5'85 cents per kilowatt hour. A clause-of 
the Jackson Franchise provides that the 
City can buy current from the Hydro-Elec- 
tric Company at the rate made to its most 
favored customer. The purpose of the suit 
was to force the Company to sell its cur- 
rent to the City at this rate, Ihe conse- 
quence of which would be the establish- 
ment of a municipal lighting plant. -

Since then Ihe Hydro-Electric Company 


and the Colorado Springs Electric Com"- 
pany. have been merged in a new concern, 
the Colorado-Springs Light, Heat & Power

•for current is 11 cents per kilowatt hour, 
and since the Hydro company was enabled 
"to dispose of its product profitably at the 
rate of .585 cents per kilowatt hour, it 
would seem that after making due allow- 
ance for operating expenses, a munjcipaj 
plant could, if efficiently manage<^*feupp-l\ 
the public at a much iowerfate than is 
now charged. "

The problem, however, ma\ not be al- 


together'simple even if this decision is sus- 
tained- 
The Hydro plant does not gen- 


erate enough current to supply the public 
needs, and if a municipal plant attempted 
to^upply the entire field now covered by 
the Electric Company it would ha\e to 
either enlarge the Hydro plant or build a 
supplementary steam plant. 


The success or failure of municipal 
own- 


ership of public utilities is entirely a matter 


r of efficiency in operation. 
If kept out of 


politics and capabh managed, a municipal 
plant' probabh could supply the people 
with current at-a much low er rate tVm they 
are now paying.
